Office Action mailed November 23, 2005. Claims 1-20 are pending in this application.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fail to teach a method of closing a skin laceration using a braided suture 
having at least one gold thread and at least one bioabsorbable suture; inserting the 
suture into the dermis and into subcutaneous fat layer on one side of the laceration and 
at the base thereof; repeating the insertion step ton the other side of the laceration to 
form a loop under the skin and tightening the suture line and bringing the laceration 
together. The prior fails to teach such method steps. 

For these reasons, claims are allowable over the art of record.
